Your reeent request for records from the Executive Office for United States Attorneys

After we have received your agreement to 
pay for the expected fees (or you have narrowed your request to reduce fees) and we have 
processed your request, we will require payment for the accumulated charges before we release 
any documents to you (in excess of 100 free pages). Without such payment, your request file 
will be closed without further action. 

Once you have corrected the above deficiencies, please submit a new request for the 
documents. This is a final determination and your request for information has been closed. 

When we have received your new, corrected request, we will open a new file for you. Please 
send your new, corrected request to the address above. 

This is the final action on this above-numbered request. If you are not satisfied with my 
response to your request, you may administratively appeal by writing to the Director, Office of 
Information Policy (OIP), United States Department of Justice, Suite 11050, 1425 New York 
Avenue, NW, Washington, DC 20530-0001, or you may submit an appeal through OIP's 
FOIAonline portal by creating an account on the following website: 

Your appeal must be postmarked or 
electronically transmitted within ninety (90) days of the date of my response to your request. If 
you submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked 
"Freedom of Information Act Appeal."
